WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The six- 
teenth annual report of the United 
States Civil Service Commission has 
been submitted to the President. The 
report opens with a preliminary state- 
ment in regard to the extent of the 
classiefid and unclassified service, 
from which it appears that there are 
approximately 75,000 classified positions 
and 107,000 unclassified positions. Of 
the latter, 7157 are occupied by fourth- 
class postmasters. There are 19,446 
positions in the executive service in 
the District of Columbia, and more 
than one hundred and sixty-two thous- 
and distributed among the States and 
The commission states 

that the expenditures for salaries for 
the entire service, classified and un- 
classified, is approximately $104,000,000 
per Ay a a large increase having re- 


g00d common-school educa- 
tion is a sufficient training, such as 
clerk in the Postoffice Department, cus- 
toms services and railway mai! clerks: 
22 per cent. are subject to registration 
tests, including no educational exami- 
nation, but requiring applicants to fur- 
nish evidence as to their ability as 
workmen, experience, physical qualifi- 
eations, and age. The t of fire- 
man, watchman, janftor, as well as 
various positions included in the me- 
chanical trades, are filled in this way. 

Only 6 per cent. of the classified po- 
sitions are subject to technical exami- 
nations requiring special or technical 
knowledge in addition to a general 
education, such as Patent Office ex- 
aminer, stenographer and typewriter, 
drafteman and nautical expert. This 
leaves #4 r cent. of the positions in 
the classified service which are being 
filled acceptably by persons who have 
received a good common-school educa- 
tion, which is a surprising showing, in 
view of the misleading statements that 
are frequently made in regard to the 
character of the commission's exami- 
nations. 

During the year 47,966 nes were 
examined for all branches of the serv- 
ice, an increase of 2244 over last year. 
Of thie number 35,682 paesed, and 12,. 
274 failed. The total number of appli- 
cations made during the year on cer- 
tificates of the commission was 9056. In 
addition, 3724 appointments were made 
from different non-educational examl- 
nations to various branches of the 
service. Certificates were also issued 
for promotion, through examination, to 
78 pereons; for reinstatement of 768; 
for transfer of 506 from different posi- 
tions, making 10.418 persons appointed, 
promoted, reinstated, and transferred 
upon certificates of the commission, 
the largest number in its history.

DOUGLASS NOT A NEGRO. 


HIS GRANDMOTHER A FfULL- 
BLOODED INDIAN. 


{Caroline D. Hall in Springfield Re- 
publican:}] I wish I had known that 
Mr. Chestnut was to write the life of 
Frederick Douglass, for I might have 
induced him to tell the story of his 
parentage as Frederick told it to me. 
A short time before Mr. Dougiass died, 
I went out to his home in Uniontown 
to meet a y of old friends from 
the north. rs. Douglass and the ia- 
dies had gone out Into the grounds, and 
I was left alone in the modest parlor 
with her husband. te us, on the 
wali, hung a rude portrait tn oll, which 
I had not observed be

swered , my friend.

I know u 
were the son of a white master. Was 
there anything in the white blood he 
gave you to account for your own 
power, especially for your marvelous 
command of language?” “No,” he said, 
calmiy: “when I went back to the 
plantation in 1878, I looked into the 
matter thoroughly. There was nothing 
creditable on that side.” 

“To what, then, do you attribute it— 
was it a direct gift—from heaven—or 
from whom did you inherit it " 

“From my Indian grandmother. She 
was a ful!-blooded Potomac Indian of 
unusual powers, and greatly respected 
on the plantation. She had one child 
by her white master, and that child 
was my mother. After that she married 
a free negro and had several children. 
but I never knew any of them. She had 
a nice little cottage of her own and 
had the care of all the pickaninnies.”

A 
few willows, ash and aspen trees have 
been planted, but they do not attain 
great sizes. Wood, if it is to be used 
as fuel, is sold by the pound, and in 


ber by hand. Brick, either kiln-dried 
or sun-dried, is utilized for every pur- 
pose for which it can be made available. 
All the native houses, even those of 
of kiin- 
dried brick, roofed with gray tiles. The 
imperial palaces conform to the same 
rule, though there are terraces. which 
correspond to stories, and the tiles in 
the palaces of the Forbidden City are 
imperial yellow. while those 
palaces occupied by princes of the 
blood, within the imperial city, are 
green. None but the imperial family 
can use yellow tiles, and none but 
princes dan dwell under roofs tiled with 
green. Much of the charcoal, which is 
comparatively cheap, is brought from 
the forests of Siberia on the backs of 
camels. The use of charcoal, however, 
is not always safe, and deaths of 
asphyxiation are frequent. A few days 
ago the cook at one of the legations 
failed to appear when he was wanted 
and upon inquiry being made by his 
mistress one of the house servants in- 
formed her that “he was not very well.” 
e delay continuing, the matter’ was 
investigated and the cook was found to 
be in a state of unconsciousness, while 
the scullion was sitting near him, dead. 
To a westerner a Chinese house is 
far from comfortable. The brick floors 
are very cold; the brick bed, the k’ang 
which extends across the entire end 
of the sleeping apartment, is as hard 
as the pavement, which it much re- 
sembles, and which the straw matting 
placed between this and the mattress 
or wadded comforter upon which the 
family sieep does not appreciably 
soften. The stove is a square hole in 
the floor, with pipes running under the 
k’ahn, in which there are holes at 
either end to allow the gas and smoke 
to escape—which it does—into the 
room. Charcoal is the common fuel, 
and it is used very sparingly, the fire 
not being considered safe or whole- 
some until it has “burned red.” In 
most of the houses paper window- 
panes are still in general use, and the 
windows so papered extend the entir: 
width of a room; they are protected 
somewhat by the wide, overhanging 
eaves but they break into holes and 
hang in rags and tatters ina short 
time. The best quality is a very tough 
white paper made in Korea, of which 
large quantities are imported into 
Chind. Giass window panes are 
slowly coming into use; in the towns 
and cities adjacent to the. ports they 
are quite common, and are to be seen 
in country inns where foreigners are 
occasionally entertained. The entire 
window is not giazed wih glass, but 
there will be one or two large panes 
in the center, surrounded with paper.

rom the kitchen. When Chinese of- 
ficials, or men of standing, merchants 
or commercial agents, are received, 
they usually travel with a large retinue 
that must not only be lodged, but fed 
as well, and for this reason they are 
cordially welcomed. But the foreigner 
travels with comparatively few serv- 
ants—the smallest number he can take 


y 
and he requires 
from the kitchen except hot 
water, which is also unwillingly fur- 
nished. Many Americans obviate the 
difficulty—or partially obviate it—by 
ordering Chinese food, which they do 
not eat, of course. This is an affront, 
also, whether it is left untouched, or 
divided among the servants; ei 
course is a reproach to the Chinese 
chef and the cuisine. And they gen- 
erally find it out, if either alternative 
has been resorted to. 

Foreigners do not always willingly 
offend, for, to the western taste, almost 
all Chinese food is unpalatable. Mis- 
sionaries who frequently attempt to 
live upon it break down in a short time 
and acquire a species of indigestion 
that it is nearly impossible to cure. 
Rice, chickens, ducks and fresh eggs 
may be had almost every place, and 
all are excellent. Chinese rice is espe- 
cially delicious, and Chinese fowls are 
fat and tender, and the beef and mut- 
ton are unsurpassed. In the matter of 
meat of all sorts the Chinese do not 
discriminate; it is cut in shapeless 
lumps, and good, bad and indifferent, 
the tenderloin and neck, are sold for 
the same money; all is fish, literally, 
that comes to the Chinese net. The 
pork is not so good; pigs pick up a 
precarious living as they can, and are 
seldom well fed. They are upon terms 
of utmost intimacy with the family, 
walking In and out of the houses at 
will, and sharing the doorstep with the 
dog: but they are thin, slab-sided and 
wretched looking. 

Wheat flour, while it is dark, is also 
very sweet and palatable, and corn- 
meal and buckwheat are also largely 
used in the north, at least. Corn cakes 
are a staple, molded in thick discs or in 
large cones, and steamed. Cornmeal 
also is sweet and palatable. with a 
strong flavor of the fresh grain. Dur- 
ing a recent journey to Chang-Ping- 
Chow, my friend's carter took from the 
bosom of his frock, where it had re- 
posed against his naked chest, a fat 
corn cake, a part of which he hospit- 
ably urged her to accept. As a rule, 
Chinese cooking is too greasy for the 


western taste, and s0 many in- 

lentes are used that it is 
dificult to eat it, even at a 
feast where common politeness 


makes it urgently necessary to taste 
of every dish before one. Chestnuts are 
cooked in many palatable ways— 
roasted evenly and thoroughly in ket- 
tles of burning hot sand, boiled with 
meat and vegetables, with fowls or in 
soup. But, as I have said, the foreign 
traveler who puts up at native inns— 
as he must do, unless he is so fortu- 
nate as to obtain shelter in a country 
mission—must carry with him his own 
flour, cocoa, coffee, bread and potted 
or cold meats. It is usual to cook 
meat partially and then boil or stew 
it on these excursions. At this season 
of the year, thé tart, appetizing “red 
fruit,” whose botanical name I have 
been unable te learn and the luscious 
Chinese persimmon may be had ev- 
erywhere, from strolling venders by the 
road side, among the fields, in the 
towns and villages. The persimmon is 
about eight or ten inches in circumfer- 
ence, with a thick, glogsy skin of the 
deepest orange red; within it is full of 
rich, sweet pulp, and touched with 
frost loses its astringent quality—like 
the dwarf species which grow in the 
United States.

stout assistants to back him out, the 
anima! violently and noisily protesting, 
to the delight of a large audience which 
immediately assembled. 

My friend—for we were two lone wo- 
men—had preceded me by some hours, 
and she investigated the next place. 
This proyed to be a dark, dirty ' 
with a heap of filth piled up beside the 
door of the room in which we would 
have taken our luncheon. We had 
been on the road since 6 o'clock, and 
carters and mules were both very tired. 
The carter begged to stay, but Mrs. 
G——-_ replied: 

“For myself I should not care; I am 
used to it"—ase after twenty years’ 
residence in China, she certainly was. 
“But.” she craftily added, appealing 
to the Chinese sense of pride, “I could 
not bring a traveler from ‘the West’ 


into such a place as this; she is not 
used to it. She could not eat in a smell 
like this." 


Whereupon, the carter turned to the 
expectant innkeeper and said suc- 
cinctly: “She despises your smell.” 

The innkeeper, in turn, with charac- 
teristic Chinese independence, replied: 
“Then let her go somewhere else.” 

We at last found refuge in a camel 
inn—dilapidated and dirty beyond all 
imagination. But we could rest on the 
k’'ahu—the inhabitants hibernating— 
and we had some tea and such food as 
remained from our depleted stores. 
The audience that gathered on such 
occasions might embarrass one not 
inured to their close inspection. As 
the lunch baskets were unpacked, one 
man remarked—the language being 
perfectly intelligible to Mrs. G—, 
who spoke it fluently: 

“I know what comes next—the but- 
ter’’*—the foreigner’s love of butter be- 
ing to the Chinese as inexplicable as 
most other western tastes and habits. 

e then explained to his less-en- 
lightened friends that he had seen for- 
eigners eat before “up at the Wali’— 
the Great Wall. 

“Every one has a plate to himself,” 
he continued, “and they take out a 
clean. white cloth and spread it on 
the ground. Everyone has a white 
cloth. too—a smaller one—and every- 
thing is terribly clean.” 

The cleanliness of foreign houses and 
belongings is something of which the 
Chinese always speak with a sort of 
admiring awe; for they do admire it— 
in others. My companion was a mis- 
sionary, and the man asked her “if the 
other woman preached, too?” 

“Oh. no.” he was told, “she is a 
writer’ —a much greater distinction in 
gemi-civilised China than it is in the 
West—‘and she will write of what she 
sees and it will be published.

Advance Guard, a three-year-old, with 
104 pounds, wae fourth, which stamps 
him as about the bast of his age, as. 
according to the English rules, he was 
giving weight to six other horses in the 
race and beat the whole of them.

at Morenci are to be started within « 


the purchase of the property from Dr. 
Church that the new works would be 
constructed as awhole inthe best man- 
ner known to mining engineers: that 
the greatest economy of labor and fuel 
should be secured. Hereafter nearly all 
the ore produced is to be run through 
the new concentrator, which has been 
built about half a mile north of the 
present smelter, with which it is con- 
nected by “baby-gauge” railway. The 
concentrator, has a lly capacity of 
600 tons of ore, and its machinery *in- 
cludes twenty-eight vanner concentra- 
tors and thirty-two jigs. Eight gas en- 
gines, ting 750-horse power, will 
drive the wheels, securing power at a 
cost far below anything ever hitherto 
known in Arigona. The gas is manu- 
factured on the ground. The engines 
are of English make and of novel con- 
struction. An ample supply of water 
has been secured by added pumping 
machinery on the San Francisco River, 
aix miles distant. The concentrator is 
expected to work a revolution in exist- 
ing methods for the extraction of ore. 
It will make the very hillsides profitable 
to work, for it will concentrate at a 
profit copper ores worth less than 4 
dollar a ton. When the ore goes to the 
furnaces it will concentrate down to al- 
most the value of matte. After melit- 
ing it will be treated in converters 
desulphurized, finally to be poured into 
bare of practically pure copper bul- 
lion. While the works have been under 
construction the company has been de- 
veloping its two-score of mines, that 
a heavy demand upon them for ore may 
be readily met. During the past year 
over twenty miles of development work 
was done underground. Five hundred 
miners have been thus engaged, as well 
as 700 outside mechanics and laborers. 
An output is expected of about thirty 
tons of ingot copper a day. 

A strong movement is materializing 
for the removal of the county seat of 
Graham county from this place to 
Safford, a few miles to the westward.
